None of the prior art teaches the retrofit LED light tube for replacing the fluorescent light 
tube comprising at least one LED device in electrical communication with the base cap, wherein 
the positive terminal of the LED device is in electrical communication with the first prong and 
the negative terminal is in electrical communication with the second prong.
